Of the past year it can truly be said that it has been one of 
progress. No backward step has been taken. All-of our teach- 
ers seemed to have been impressed with the responsibility and im- 
portance of their trusts and have cheerfully and willingly labored 
for the end in view: the pupils have shown a marked improvement 
in punctuality, attendance, good recitations and order. Pleasant 
relations have been maintained between teacher and scholar. 
Wherever discord has arisen it has been from those wno would 
free themselves from all good and useful rules, who in themselves 
know a little more than their teachers. When one arrives at that 
stage the best thing for all concerned is for him to remain away 
from school untilhe becomes a little wiser. Good, wholesome 
rules enforced are one of the first conditions of a_ successful 
school. ‘The dignity of the scholar is not lowered by a cheer- 
ful and ready compliance with them. “No rogue eer felt the 
halter drawn with good opinion of the law.” 

‘The discussion of the justice of the punishment of a scholar 
in the byways and hedges of city and town, especially before 
scholars, can only attain one result—demoralization of all con- 
cerned. 

Qur common schoolis a priceless legacy bequeathed to us. 
It is the duty of every citizen to see that it is zealously guarded. 
It is one of the corner stones in the foundation of our govern- 
ment. It should be our constant aim and endeavor to sustain 
and improve it. ‘The paths of our teachers are not strewn al- 
together with roses: many a thorn in their path might be brushed

aside and their burdens lightened by a goodand_ hearty hand- 


shake of parental support. It is not always physical superiority 


that enables a general to win a battle. The morale of the men 
counts not a little in the struggle. Not 15 per cent. of parents 
or guardians visited the school the past year. Can it ofa truth 
be said that they are competent judges of the teachers and of the 
behavior of the pupils. Manly and intelligent criticism is cord 
ally invited. ‘Phrough such a course the best results are at- 
tained. 

An evil for which no adequate remedy has been found is 
the habit which many parents and guardians have of allowing 
those under their charge to remain at home many times upon the 
most trivial matters, or allowing them to take their own time in 
getting to the school, then in order to save them from the  teach- 
er’s righteous wrath and indignation send a note begging that they 
be excused fortheir slothfulness. These habits beget idleness 
upon the part of the child, and stupid indifference upon the part 
of parents or guardian. I believe no excuse should be accepted 
except incases of sickness. The school hour belongs to the 
child; he should not be deprived of it. It is of far more value to 
him than his labor is to his parents. 

‘Tis said that ‘cleanliness is next to godliness;” this not only 
applies to the person but to our surroundings. | All of our school- 
rooms, except in the High School building, need coats of paint 
and whitewash upon the walls. A neat and tidy schoolhouse 
with pleasant surroundings indicates an interest in and for the 
comfort of our children. ‘The spiritof the age demands good 
comfortable schoo'rooms. They must be furnished with all that 
counts inthe art ofinstructing thechild. Ifwe would maintain 
our position in the progress of to-day we must see that everything 
that can be done is done. It costs alittle money to be sure but the 
benefits received more than repay the outlay.
